The telegrams in 
advance of it were published in our issue of yesterday. 


Summary of Fetus from the Fa East. 


JAPAN. 

The present position of affairs in Japan is well described in the 
following article from the Worth China Herald :— 

A great change hascome within the lasttwo monthsoverthe aspect 
of affairs in Japan. Everything seemed then to promise a speedy re- 
turn of tranquillity. The southern party were victorious at every 
point. Stotsbashi had abandoned the contest, given up Yedo, and 
acquiesced in the decree of banishment pronounced against him, 
only to be recalled after a merely nominal retirement. And this 
wise act of leniency poe to remove the chief existing obsta- 
cle to a restoration of peace. Aidzu alone remained in the field, 
and, as we pointed out at the time, “his continued opposition ren- 
dered it especially desirable to conciliate the powerful clan Toku- 
gawa by gaining the support of its chiefs. Any considerable 
success by the northern Daimios would have been a likely 
signal for attack on the Government troops in Yedo, and for a 

eneral uprising, by his partisans, in favour of the ex-Shiogoon.” 
With Stotsbashi in Yedo as a friend of the Mikado, this danger 
“would have been averted. But the new Government stopped short 
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in its wise career of leniency. Instead of carrying out the entire 
programme—not only relieving Stotsbashi from exile, but sum- 
moning him to Kioto and conferring on him high office, they re- 
mted of their amnesty almost before it was issued. The ox- 
Bhiogoon was only relieved from compulsory retirement at Mito 
in ordez to be banished elsewhere. And the result, which a wiser 
policy might have averted, is now apparent. The Northern party 
ave gained advantages; they are supported by the Tokugawa clan ; 
they have elected a rival Mikado—uncle of the real one—and have 
pushed nearly to the gates of Yedo, which the Imperialists seem in- 
clined to abandon. Even the Japan Times, which has been 
throughout the revolution a warm supporter of the Southern 
cause, admits this. “The Northern rebels,” it says, “ are reported 
to be waiting for the winter, to which they trust for starving out 
the Mikado’s troops ; and judging from recent appearances, the 
possibility of the Imperialists abandoning Yedo is not altogether 
chimerical. The mint and arsenal have been both transported 
to Osaka, the greater part of the palaces of the Daimios are dis- 
mantled, the hinges and heavy bronze ornaments torn off the 
doors, and in many cases the inner houses pulled down, and their 
stone and timber sold to builders.” A landslip has caused 
a huge gap in the wall of the castle, which no attempt is 
being made to repair. ‘“ We shall not be surprised,” our contem- 
porary adds, “to find the Mikado’s troops leaving the place during 
the coming winter ; but if they do they will probably leave it in 
ashes, and future visitors to Japan will only be shown the spot 
whera Yedo was.” In the meantime, we find the Japan Gaztte 
recording the defection of Chosiu—not only from hearsay, but on 
the authority of an official document announcing that he had re- 
signed office with the object of retiring to his dominions ;-and a 
clue to this defection—for defection it must be considered in the 
ios critical position of affairs—is afforded by a memorial ad- 
ressed to their chief by a number of Chosiu’s retainers, advo- 
cating the restoration of the Shiogoonate in the clan of Tokugawa. 
The same harsh policy which has encouraged disaffection among 
the immediate followers of Stotsbashi has tended ‘to strengthen 
his cause among the independent Daimios. It seemed quite pos- 
sible, after the first overwhelming success of the Southern party, 
that a general amnesty would have induced the submission of 
Aidzu, who has been throughout the most dangerous opponent of 
the new regime. He it was who urged Stotsbashi to action and com- 
manded his troops at Osaka, and he has since been the lifeand centre 
of the rebellious (7) party. When called on to surrender personally 
to the Mikado, at Kioto, he distinctly declined to incur certain desth. 
He had not, he said, opposed the sacred authority of the Mikado, 
but had supported his lawful suzerain against the encroachments 
of the Southern party, who had obtained possession of the Mi- 
kado’s person, and coerced his actions. The answer of the new 
Government was an order to the Prince of Sendai—who had been 
thus far quiescent—to oust Aidzu from his territory, and take 
ssession of it in the name of the Mikado. Sendai was no 
oubt suspected, and the Government, preferring an open enemy 
to an uncertain friend, applied this test. We remarked at the 
time that it was a risky policy; that the result was just as 
likely to be to drive Sendai into the arms of the enemy as to secure 
his friendship. And so the result proved. Instead of attacking 
his friend and re age he joined the latter in open opposi- 
tion, preferring, if he were obliged to fight, to fight on the side 
to which his convictions pointed. Around these two chiefs others 
appear to have gathered. Many subordinate members of the To- 
kugawa clan swell their ranks; and the Prince of Mito, a near 
relative of Stotsbashi, is declared to have given them armed 
help. They were found powerfully posted, a few weeks ago, at 
Nee-e-gata ; and a Southern’ force sent aguinst them was declared 
to have joined their ranks. The balance seems to hang just now 
very uncertainly between the two parties. A short while ago the 
Southerners were decidedly in the ascendant, and the Northern 
cause seemed nearly extinct. The star of their fortunes has, 
however, again risen, while that of the South has seemed gra- 
dually to wane.

A correspondent writing from this port says :—* There is quite 


a lull in the political world at present, so doubtless the same 
cause has affected fighting as money-making. There haye lately 
been strenuous efforts to cut off all communication throughout the 
counéry ; and legions of native newspapezs, pamphlets, &c., have 
died violent death by prohibition. Europeans are atways able 
to obtain better information than the mative officials Jike—al- 
though when it has to be paid for great oare is necessary, or you 
will be told to \the full-extent ofthe value of your money in 
ns. However, amongst tthe ‘Favoured Nations’ each faction 
i its partisans, whether official or civil—French or American, 
or British. The uncle of the Mikado having been coerced 
into usurping the Imperial authority has issued numerous 
proclamations to his nephew to lay down his authority, to the 
several princes holding aloof ordering them to remain neutral, 
and to the officials of the southern clique, ordering them to return 
peacefully to Kioto ; and he has promoted to high rank all here 
who have been fighting for the Tokugawa family. How this is 
all to end is a mystery to all; and the peculiar intricacy of 
Japanese politics leaves it not possible to any European to disen- 
tangle the gordian knot of diplomatic art of liars and assassins. 
Each prince grows friendly or unfriendly to relatives and aliens al- 
ternately, and his allies in one skirmish often prove his opponents in 
the next. One thing is clearly to be seen, all are fighting for a share 
of the ‘ Oyster,’ and by-and-by the Mikado and Tokugawa clans will 
only have a shell a piece to quarrel over. Whether La Belle France 
will lie quiet much longer is yet to be seen ; for it is hard to say 
which of the two, Russia or France, is most eager to ‘colonise’ 
Japan. The race for commercial importance lies between England 
and America. It is to be regretted that Europeans have partially 
and only indirectly meddled. It is the half doing the job that is 
the injury—it should be strict neutrality or else decisive inter- 
ference in the interests of civilisation, and not of conquest and 
glory (7) to the party intermeddling.”

SHANGHATIT. 

From this port we have a week’s later news than by the mail 
delivered yesterday—namely, to Sept.19th. The outward mail of 
July 31, with London telezrams to Aug. 17, arrived out on the 
18th September. London telegrams to Aug. 25 had been received 
by the Kiachta route.

Supreme Court al Consular Gazette :— 

IIE. the Hon. J. Ross Browne, the new American Minister to 
Peking, left on the 16th inst., in the Man-hu, for Tientsin and the 
capital. 

he Yangchow affair, which according to last accounts was pro- 
gressing favourably, has come to a very unsatisfactory conclusion. 
The reception given by Tseng-kwo-fan to Mr. Medhurst was of a 
very complimentary nature. A line of mandarins, from Red 
Buttons downward, stood on each side of the pathway to the Ya- 
mun, and Tseng-kwo-fan, came out to meet the Consul at the en- 
trance. The terms proposed in settlement of the difficulty were that 
the Literati who instigated the matter should he punished ; that the 
men who burnt the house should be forced to pay an indemnity ; 
the men imprisoned for letting the house released ; and that a 
proclamation should be issued instructing the people at Yangchow 
that foreizners had a perfect right to live there, and must not be 
molested in any way. The Chefoo of Yanchow for some time 
stated his inability to accede to all except the release of the 
risoners, but ultimately, it is understood, the whole was likely to 
e agreed to. When Mr. Medhurst found that he could not settle 
the matter at Yangchow he arranged that the Chefoo should come 
-up to Nanking with him and his escort; but upon his parole to 
meet him at Kwachow let him go his own way. Te did not turn 
up till some time after Mr. Medhurst arrived at Nanking, and 
apologised for having missed him by an accident. The 2inaldo 
left Nanking without Mr. Medhurst, who was left to finish his 
negotiations in a house-boat. This circumstance is attributable 
to Mr. Medhurst’s being detained beyond the expected time; and 
to Captain Bush’s being in an extreme state of sickness. 

Up to this point the negotiation had proceeded very favourably, 
but oa the departure of the (ado Tseng began to get 
obstinate, and ultimately refused all the terms proposed. Ie 
stated that Literati were a respectable class, and he could not 
punish any of them ; also that the Chefoo had not done anything 
which called for punishment ; he would issue a proclamation that 
missionaries had the right to reside at Yangchow, but would not 
have it cut in stone as had been proposed ; and in licu of paying 
the amount claimed as compensation over Ts. 2,000 he offered to 
give as a charity to the missionaries the sum of Tls. 1,000 ; which 
offer was of course refused by Mr. Medhurst. The matter will 
now have to be referred to Peking. 

In regard to this affair the orth China Daily News has a 
strange story, which, however, we hear is entirely authentic. 
Upon the principle that smoke docs not exist without some fire, 
the above paper states that there was a foundation, though 

strangely slight, for the queer accusations hy which the out- 
rage was excited, and explains the matter as follows :— 
Some weeks' ago a man passing through the east gate of 
Yangchow with a basket on his arm was asked by the guard 
what he had in it; he replicd, salt fish, The questioner re- 
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| marked that it seemed a strangely heavy load, and asked to see 


it. The real contents proved to bea dead baby. The man ex- 
plained that it was one which had died under the care of the 
Catholic missionaries, and that he was carrying it out thus secrtely 
rather than in a coffin in order to save the worry of an inquest, 
Inquiries were of course instituted, but it wasfound that the body 
had not been mutilated, that the heart, lungsand liver, which mis- 
sionaries are supposed peculiarly to affect—-were all present, and 
that the child had been really carefully tended. The attempted 
seorecy, however, suggested atill further enquiry as to the number 
of children that had died lately under the hands of the Mission- 
aries. It was found that twelve had died within the last year, and 
their remains were exhumed in order to see whether mutilation 
‘had been practised in their case. It was found that their bodies 
were also intact ; so all hope of forming a substantial charge on 
this ground was lost. 

Tseng-kwo fan has been appointed to the Vice-Royalty of 
Chilhi, and will be superseded by the present acting Viceroy of 
Fohkien, Mah. 


The local papers have been chiefly filled with a controversy 
concerning the management of the 8S. S. N. Company, which has 
been vigorously assailed, chiefly upon the ground of its endea- 
vouring to obtain an undue command over the river traffic. 


It has come out that Chun, the sitting magistrate at the mixed 
Court, has not yet received his appointment of Tungche from the 
Peking authorities, who make excuses that the land regulations— 
in which the new scheme of a single magistrate for the whole of 
the foreign settlement was devised—have not yet come into force. 

A serious collision has taken place between the steamer Aiushu 
and the North German schooner Japan at Woosung. The 
steamer, in endeavouring to avoid a Chinese junk, came upon the 
schooner, which was run ashore, and will, it is feared, become a 
total wreck. An applicaiion has been made to the Mixed Court 
for an order to detain the junk, which was first struck by the 
Kiushu, as from her position at anchor, and her not having any 


‘lights up at the time, she is alleged to have been the causa 





causans of the accident. 

We also regret to have to record a very serious accident which 
has happened to the Ocean Steam Company’s vessel Ajar, and 
which has resulted in her becoming half sunk in the river, although 
hopes are entertained that she will be recovered. We are not in 
possession of full particulars, but we understand that the accident 
resulted from the screw and a portion of the main shaft being de- 
tached, and the unexpectedly high tide having carried them away 
and filled the after compartment with water. Divers have already 
been sent to the vesscl, and no exertions are being spared to right 
the ship. It is not yet known whether it is likely she will have to 
go into dock. : os 

A gorgeous procession which has been got up by the Miogpe- 
men in this settlement has been the subject of some notice. The 
North China Daily News describes its progress by day as fol- 
lows:—“A depot of paper money and paper ciothes was 
formed in Smith’s Market, and the procession went forth to 
collect the spirits who are supposed to throng the streets. Paper 
images of people of every grade of society are carried round— 
even foreigners not being forgotten. Money and clothes, whick 
are clutche! by the hungry and shivering ghosts, are burned 
as it goes along ; for burning is needed to fit them for spiritual 
use. ‘Those who fail to get sufficient for their need in this way 
follow the images—which they appear to regard as an invitation 
—to the central depot, where they can obtain all they need for 
the ensuing year. Ouce every year this process takes place. The 
ghosts are thereby rendered happy and comfortable, and deprived 
of all excuse for causing sickness and misfortune, as they would 
otherwise surely do.” 

The [Recorder describes the night view of the same exhibition : 
—*“Animmense crowd of Chinese turned out to see it, aud followed 
it with intense interest. The .most prominent object was the 
steamer called the Jez: Ainy, which was a perfect model of an 
American river boat, and was lighted up very cleverly, the walk- 
ing beam and wheels moving. We understand this is emblemaci- 
cal of the hopes of the Niugpomen to return to their homes by 
this kind of conveyance, and that it takes the place formerly oc- 
cupied by the model of a Ningpo junk. The various allegorical 
groups were very attractive, especially one where four women 
beautifully dressed were borne along in a car, one of them high 
up in the air and apparently supported only by one foot. The 
dragons, about ten feet long, were nade very impressive by lamps 
inside them.” . 

The Lveaing Express states that piratical robberies are becom- 
ing frequent upon the Tai-Hovo lake, the depredators being chietly 
discharged soldiers, and mentions au ingenious ruse whereby 
some of these rascals secured the cash of a pawnbroker in that 
neighbourhood. They entered the house under the garb of man- 
darins, and were of course received with due respect ; and after- 
wards, having tied up the pawnbroker and his assistants, aud 
frightened a youth into confessing where the cash was kept, they 
made off with the booty. 

We are in receipt of advices from Chefoo to the 9th inst. At 
that time all was going on quietly, and the foreigners pushing 
their fortunes at the gold diggings seemed to be flourishing, as 
tle storekeepers were supplying their wants, and this they would 
be little likely to do unless the purchasers of goods could pay. 
There is a report that a Chinaman working at the Pingtu mines 
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has made 5,000 dols. in a fortnight.. Our correspondent cannot 
vouch for its truth, but on the other hand he has no actual reason 
to doubt it. 

The North China Herald gives the following account of the ac- 
cident to the Ajax :—“ We regret to have to record a serious acci- 
deut to the steamer Ajax, the consequences of which are still 
uncertain. Her shaft had been disconnected on Wednesday in the 
course of some repairs, which were not completed. In the even- 
ing accordingly the screw was secured with temporary lashings 
only, with a view to renewal of work on the morrow. The strength 
of'the tide, however, appears to have moved the screw, which 
eventually worked out, thus leaving open the hole in the stern, 
threugh which the water of course rushed rapidly in. At midnight 
the vessel was observed to be sinking ; but the hole could not be 
got at, and nothing could be done. At daybreak her stern was 
resting on the mud, the forepart of the ship to midships being out 
of the water. The high tide, however, completely covered her, 
and last evening she had fairly sunk. Divers were engaged first 
thing in the morning to plug the hole. As soon as this is accom- 
Piished pumps will be applied to get out the water, and it is hoped 
te raise her. The chief danger seems to be of her enormous 
weight causing her to sink deeply in the mud, which will also 
rapidly silt round her, and of course tend to hold her down. She 
had very little cargo on board.” 

The following items are also from the Herald :— 

’ ‘We have received a copy of the fourth “Annual Report of the 
Hankow Medical Mission Hospital,” which seems less interesting 
than usual, containing nothing but bare statistics of disease treated ; 
6,661 patients had been treated during nine months ended 30th 
June last. The attendance of a larger proportion of women is 
the most remarkable feature of the year. We regret to learn that 
the hospital had to be closed for three months, owing to the ill- 
ness of the medical officer in charge. 

A Chefoo correspondent writes that twenty-five diggers are now 
at a flat about 130 li from Chefoo, and seem pleased with their 
prospect. 

A long account has come to hand of outrageous conduct by an 
official in Shantung, similar to that which has lately caused so 
mauch difficulty at Yangchow. A family of Chinese converts 

ives a temple to be used as a Christian chapel. The local man- 

‘in flogs and imprisons some, inducing others to recant, and 
ignores the validity of the gift. 

The News Letter gives the following account of a piracy on the 
Yangtsze :— 

On the night of the 4th September a party of dishanded soldiers 
attacked a Government junk, loaded with treasure, three miles 
above Hankow on the Yangtsze ; the crew fought bravely to save 
the money, Tis. 30,000, but the thieves carried off Tls. 13,000. A 
teacher (literary man) has been arrested, and has confessed, under 
threats of torture, that heis the head-man of a gang the authori- 
ties have been long looking after. T1s.3,300 have been recovered, 
and it is thought the balance will be forthcoming.—The Yangtsze 
is rising rapidly, contrary to all predictions, Chinese and others ; 
the indicator on the hulk of the 8. S. N. Co. marks 42 feet. 

The following is the “ Address ”’ of the directors of the Shanghai 
§.N. Company, commented on above :— 

The directors do not propose to present to the shareholders of 
the company a report for the six months ending 30th June, leaving 
it for the general meeting at the end of the year, in accordance 
with the precedent established in the last two years. 

The profits of the business warrant the payment of a dividend 
of 6 per cent. for the six months, which, in accordance with the 
powers vested in them, the directors have the pleasure to declare, 
and it will be immediately paid by the agents. 

It seems desirable at a period when so much attention has been 
drawn to the field of the company’s operations and so many mis- 
apprehensions exist regarding its future policy and prospects, to 
give some statement of the principles upon which the company is 
conducted. 

From the first this company sought the favour of the public, and 
published by word and act that upon that it rested its entire de- 
pendence for success, and not upon the personal influence of its 
managers. 

That favour it has always had from the Chinese, and though for 
w time in the days of its adversity it could not claim the decided 
support of the European public, on the whole, it has received from 
that also fair consideration. 

This principle will govern the future equally with the past. 
Phe directors and managers of the company understand that there 
is a public trust involved, and that lasting prosperity cannot be 
had if that trust is neglected. 

During the last eighteen months the comparatively high rates 
which have ruled were the just and legitimate consequence of the 
events of the preceding years. A long period of loss to the car- 
riers resulted in a concentration which alone rendered an advance 

ssible, and the company was justified in availing itself of its 
aeatly bought advantages to secure and consolidate its position. 

it is, however, vain for shareholders to look for excessive and 
unusual interest on their investments in this species of enterprise 
in this country. Capital, energy, and ability are too abundant in 
the European communities to render it possible for any branch of 
trade to be largely remunerative without attracting competition. 

With these precautions, and with rates of freight reduced to a 
point which will not allow of tempting returns to new adventurers, 
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the shareholders will find themselves possessed of a permanent in- 
vestment, as certan to give a yearly return of about 12 per cent. 
as any that offer in China. 

With regard to increase and extension upon the river, it is 
not likely there will bea call for outlay for that object for many 
years. The steamers now running are all sufficient for the re- 
quirements of the trade, and, except in the tea or cotton season, 
seldom go full either up or down. 

Even in the extreme hurry of tea freights, at the opening of 
the Hankow market, lasting, perhaps, three weeks, their capacity 
proved large enough to bring down the tea without delay, the 
only overplus being on one occasion at Kiukiang, which was re- 
lieved by the service of the spare boat. 

The business of the river for steamers has been overrated 
through many causes, not the least of which is the expectation 
that they would entirely supersede Chinese carriers. 

But even at low rates of freight there is always a large portion 
of produce which passes to the sea-board through interior chan- 
nels in small native boats, the Chinese being able to perform water 
carriage at a cost lower than would be believed by,the most eco- 
nomical of Western people. 

With regard to the necessity for a reserve, apart from accidents, 
the shareholders should always be prepared for an opposition, 
though at present on good terms with the only other company on 
this route ; for in case a new competitor appeared it would not be 
open for this company to choose between a contest and un agree- 
ment, which would allow it to go on at the sacrifice only of a por- 
tion of its business. 

Such an agrcement would be impossible, for at the first promise: 
of an opening, a dozen houses with capital and ability, enough 
and to spare, stand ready to avail themselves of it. If they should 
see a third party admitted to an agreement, each would reason 
that the same timid policy which admitted one would admit 
another, and there would be a third and a fourth, up to the point 
where agreements would be impossible, and general and heavy 
loss the result. There is no room for further competitors in so 
narrow a field. 

The company’s agreement with the Union Steam Navigation 
Company is of a temporary nature, terminating at any time on one 
month’s notice from either side. We have signified our willing- 
ness to make it permanent on their entering into an obligation 
not to extend their line beyond its present capacity. This they 
have declined, and therefore an opposition from this quarter is 
not impossible, and should be kept in view. 

That company obtained existence and prospered by the fruits 
of the sacrifices and exertions of the Shanghai Steam Navigation: 
Company. 

It would never have been born if the latter had not obtained 
possession, by friendly negotiations and purchase, of the rights and 
property of the previous rival occupiers of the route—rights, like 
its own, created and fairly earned by years of effort, sacrifice, and 
faithful service to the public. 

Believing that a friendly competition is a wholesome check, 
tending to promote efficiency in one’s own service while it satisfies 
the public mind, this participation, without cost, in the fruits of 
its enterprise, has not excited the jealousy of this company, and it 
has sought to cultivate amicable relations. 

But though the Union Company may claim what it now standa 

ssessed of, it certainly has no basis of right to require of us an 
increase in its share of the business of the river, an increase which 
can only be had at our cost; nor will it be expected that this 
company, of its own accord, will injure its hard-earned position to 
increase the power of a possible rival. 

With the material now possessed by the il its incom- 
parable facilities, its organised support among all classes of the 
mercantile community, it may safely be said that the shareholders 
need not fear the consequences of any contest likely to offer, be- 
yond the temporary suspension of profits. 

The Tientsin route next season is likely to be the object of con- 
siderable attention. Freights for a part of the season have been 
plentiful, and promises have been held out to the public which 
will naturally attract new comers. 

The Company, however, has its own business, which it is likely 
to keep, and though rates of freight may be reduced to a low 
point, with its cheap running boats it can probably find a small 
profit where others lose. 

The trade to Tientsin is of a very capricious character, owing 
chiefly to political troubles, and the seasons are correspondingly 
uncertain. 

The Ningpo route is in the hands of the company altogether, 
and as it only yields a moderate return on the cost of the boats 
and premises engaged, it is likely to remain so without opposi- 
tion. The competition of native boats would prevent any increase 
in rates of freight or passage, even if it was desirable to make any. 

The directors believe that this exposition of the real position 
of the company in its relation to freights, its rivals, and the 
public will be acceptable to the shareholders and meet the views 
of the large majority. It may disappoint the hopes of large 
dividends entertained by some, but, on the other hand, it should 
increase their faith and the faith of the public in its permanent 
prosperity.

THE NEWS FROM CHINA. 
Tue present mail, as we have stated elsewhere, brings but 
a meagre badget of news ; one item, however, that comes to 
us from a tolerably authentic source, is worthy of note. It 
is to the effect that the rumours that have been afloat of late 
with regard to the opening of several new ports on the China 
coast are likely to be verified. It is stated that they will be 














seven in number—three on the Yang-tsze, one on Hainan, 


one near Saigon, and three others at various parts of the 
coast, including Wanchow, a most desirable and conveniently 
situated port between Ningpo and Foochow. This last is 
certainly likely to prove a boon to commerce, being in close 
proximity to some important tea districts, besides pos- 
sessing a large trade in alum, &., but of some of the 
others we cannot speak so hopefully. This disposition to 
open new ports has been confidently spoken of in some quar- 
ters as an evidence of a better feeling at Peking, of which Mr, 
Hart gets the credit ; and should the information be con- 
firmed, it will, from that point of view, be most satisfactory » 
as affording hope for a permanent improvement in our rela- 
tions with the Chinese Government. After all, however, it 
looks strangely inconsistent in conjunction with the renewed 
persecution of missionaries, of which each incoming mail 
brings a dismal catologue, and the persistent opposition to 
the construction of roads, railways, and telegraphs, And 
although the disposition to increase facilities of intercom- 
munication which this opening of new ports would indi- 
cate is in one sense gratifying, we cannot banish some 
serious misgivings as to their effect on the China trade 
generally. Surely, the career and present condition of 
Hankow presents little inducement to foreign merchants to 
colonise any more settlements on that river. Permission to 
make roads and railways in the interior would be a far more 
valuable boon than liberty to trade at more points on the 
coast. As for telegraphs, they seem to be still tabooed, but 
we hear that they are nevertheless coming into use within 
the boundaries of the foreign concessions at Shanghai, there 
being one in operation between Messrs. RussELL and Co.’s 
premises on the English, and the Shanghai Steam Navigation 
Company's wharf on the French settlement ; while another is 
in course of construction to their dock, a long way down the 
river on the Hong-que side. This wi!l undoubtedly do good, for 
it will familiarise the Chinese mind with the utility of the BYS- 
tem, and probably prove the “thin end of the wedge,” that 
will ultimately open a way for telegraphic lines into the in- 
terior, The value of land in Shanghai is once more on the 
rise ; prospects for a good spring trade are spoken of in a 
hopeful strain ; and altogether the news from this part of 
China is of a more cheering tone than it has been for a long 
time.

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STEAM NAVIGATION IN CHINA. 
(NORTH CHINA HERALD.) 

We frequently do overlook a change which is taking place gradually 
under our eyes ; but old residents in Shanghai can have hardly failed 
to notice the rapid growth of steamer traffic from this port, and the 
number of companies that have been started especially to promote it. 
Many of us still here remember when lorchas were the fastest means 
of conveyance between Shanghai and N ingpo ; and when a signal- 
man at Chinhai warned these to wait, outaide, for a favourable turn in 
the market. Still more of us have risked our lives in the crazy old 
Feima, or have luxuriated by contrast in the now extinct Waratah. 
Tt seems incredible, but even the William IV. had once a market 
value ; and sundry other extraordinary relics of primeval shipbuilding 
carried passengers and cargo at irregular intervals, to and from 
this rising port. The first attempta to improve on this state of things 
were not financially happy. The Shanghai Steam Navigation Com- 
pany was long a bye-word for misfortune ; and its ‘‘ China and Japan” 
sister exploded, after a very :brief period of existence. Let us pass 
over four years and look at the present. We have to count, to arrive 
at the number of steam lines having head-quarters or stations 
at this port. Passing by the old Peninsular and Oriental, which 
is contemporary with even those early days we write of, there 
are the Messageries Imperiales, the Pacific Mail, and Holt’s lines 
of ocean steamers; the Shanghai Steam Navigation, the Union, 
and a bantling whose health is yet too delicate for christening, 
on the Yang-tze ; Messrs. Kroes’ line to Japan; the Shanghai Steam 
Navigation Company again, and Messrs. Trautmann’s line to the North, 
besides numerous single steamers which run, comet-like, in eccentric 
orbits, obeying the influence of the last commercial newa. We have 
become so accustomed to daily communication with Ningpo, that 
growls both loud and deep were vented, when the 8.S.N. withdrew a 
steamer, after acquiring monopoly of that line; and the northern 
trade repays, by splendid freight, constant steam communication. 

And now we are going to have another company. ’Tis true, it is 
only an old friend under a new name. Mesers. Trantmann and Co.'s 
steamers Nanzing and Ying-tze-fei belong henceforward tos ‘‘ North- 
China Steamer Company ” and are to have three other companions, so 
soon as these can be procured. ' The new company is to have a capital 
of Tis. 300,000 in shares of Tis. 500 each ; and is to purchase the two 
steamers just named, for T'le. 75,000 and Tis. 60,000 respectively ; the 
latter’s wharf property, subject to an annual rental of Tls. 1,800, being 
also bought for Tis. 80,000. That firm is still to manage the business of 
the company, on much the same terms, apparently, that Mesers. Russell 
and Co. manage the 8.8.N. They are to receive 5 per cent. on increased 
freight, and 24 per cent. commission on steamers built or purchased ; 
providing necessary office premises and staff. Calculating from the 
net profits of the two steamers last year it is hoped to pay a divi- 
dend of 34 per cent., besides returning 10 per cent. on freight to con- 
tributing shareholders. The predictions of a prospectus are not always 
realised, and may possibly not be so in this instance. But though the 
new company may not pay 34 per cent., it has every chance of doing 
extremely well. It is not starting a new line with the task of creating 
a new traffic; it buys two well-known steamers running on a 
well-worn route; it buys the stock and interest of a well-estab- 
lished business, which it intends to enlarge; and, more than all, it 
works amicably with its giant rival, the S.9.N., so that no internecine 
competition may be looked for, unless against intruders. There is no 
intention, we believe, of interfering on the Yang-tze, which will be 
left to the two companies that now “‘farm” it. The North-Ching 
Steamer Company, as its name implies, will address its energies to the 
large and increasing trade between Shanghai, Chefoo, Tientsin, and 
Newchwang. And we have no doubt it will prove a remunerative un- 
dertaking. These three companies should be sufficiently strong to 
keep the trade of North China in their own hands, at any rate for some 
years to come, and to satisfy the public, while working advantageously 
for the interests of their shareholders. : 

The Commissioner of Customs at Chefoo remarked, last year, on 
the growing appreciation of the Chinese for foreign steamers, and the 

dual abandonment of their own junks a3 a means of transport. 

e opined that they ‘‘had lost all respect for their own native arcbt« 
tecture, and that no new generation of sea-going junks is springing 
up to take the place of that which is dying out.” He was writing, 
however, principally on the text of the grain tribute; and pointi 
to the future carriage of the grain in foreign built ships, as a likely an 
proximate event. The gradual adoption by the Chinese of the foreign 
style of hull was implied asa likely consequence of this event. The 
tendency, even since Mr. Dick wrote, has been to confirm his view. 
More and more the junk is losing ground; but more and more the 
steamer rather than the sailing ship is supplying its place. Chinese 
merchants are interested in all the local companies; and travel 
and ship goods by all the coast and river steamers, in preference 
to their own primitive hulls. Sails must always command a patronage ; 
but everything seems to portend that the leap here will be nearly 
complete from the earliest to the latest system of transport; that, in 
abandoning their own junks, the Chinese will at once pass over the 
intermediate stage, and acquiesce in the tendency, which Holt’s ocean 
line so strongly illustrates, to prefer steam to sails even for heavy and 
ordinary carriage. 
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THE CHINA MISSION. 

The following, extracted from a Shanghai paper, shows the im - 
pression made in Shanghai by Mr. Burlinghame’s New York 
speeches :— 

After reading Tseng-kwo-fan’s memorial we can have no doubt 
that the important step of sending an embassy to the Western 
Powers was taken with the approval of the leading statesmen 
of the Chinese Empire. To have obtained possession of the 
documents was a piece of singular good fortune, but of 
the form in which the question came before the Manda- 
rins, of its secret history, we fear we must remain in igno- 
rance. We can scarcely doubt, however, that the Chinese anti- 
cipated from the embassy some special advantage, as without 
some material inducement they would not have entered upon such 
a costly undertaking. To the embassy itself, its pretended objects, 
and the individuals composing it, an amount of goodwill was 
shown, and a general feeling of consideration and forbearance 
manifested, such as are rarely extended to new enterprises, and 
to changes in national policy. The whole foreign community were 
so tired of Chinese stationariness and indolence that the moment 
the intention of the Peking Government was made known in the 
matier, there seemed to be a tacit understanding on all sides to give 
the new undertaking the most favourable considerationand support, 
and to offer it every opportunity of showing its value by achieving 
success. Consequently, if there were in the embassy and its 
members the elements of success, there was nothing, and pro- 
mised to be nothing, in the conduct of the public, which would 
interfere with it, or come into conflict with its objects. But this 
great enterprise, to characterise which in adequate terms diction- 
aries have been ransacked for the biggest and highest-sounding 
words, seems on the high road to ruin from the injudicious ad- 
vocacy of the head mandarin, Mr. Burlinghame himself. His 
best friends and those most anxious for the success of the embassy 
feel that in his speech at New York, before the. excited and en- 
thusiastic merchants of that great city, he has unmistakably given 
way to the exaggerating impulses of an after-dinner brain, and 
wandered in ecstatic imagination through a long seventh-heaven 
speech, which has been carefully printed, that calm, unimaginative, 
and well-informed people may criticise it at leisure. Indeed, it 
would seem that the China he represents is not large enough for 
his soaring aspirations, its people not numerous enough nor suffi- 
ciently civilised, its Government not free enough nor enterprising 
enough ; and therefore he has with admirable dexterity sketched 
out a fancy picture of a China of which no one has ever heard, and 
palmed it off at Delmonico’s, on a not too critical audience, with 
the most complete assurance. We were prepared for some display 
of grandiloquence and a slight exhibition of pinchbeck oratory on 
Mr. Burlinghame’s part, because he naturally has large views of the 
importance of his mission. But when he comes forward and seriously 
speaks of China as a civilised nation, and its peopleas a great and 
noble people on a level with the nations of the West ; and when he 
announces that the Chinese are burning to receive merchants and 
missionaries, and to have the shining cross planted on every hill 
and in every valley, we feel that he has far exceeded the limits of 
pardonable exaggeration. The case has been misrepresented ; the 
attitude of the Chinese is in most respects precisely the reverse of 
what their apologist has endeavoured to make the New York mer- 
chants believe, and henceforth the Chinese embassy stands be- 
fore the world in a false position. 

How will the representatives of the oldest, largest, and most 
homogeneous, most polite, and most sober nation in the world fare 
in Europe after the embassy has committed itself to all the absurd 
and erroneous positions which Mr. Burlinghame has laid down? 
Even if European statesmen are actuated by the most generous 
intentions towards thefrepresentatives of China, itis ridiculous to 
expect that they will receive the sentiments uttered in New York 
as sober realities, when the very fact of Mr. Burlinghame’s mis- 
sion to the Western Powers is itself a complete refutation of the 
accuracy of the condition of affairs which he has described. In 
San Francisco Mr. Burlinghame kept himself fairly within bounds, 
and we were in hopes that he would do so tothe end. But in 
this we have been mistaken, and we cannot now look forward 
with *much confidence to his success in Europe. Moreover, 
the solemn and pompous trifling which has taken the form of a 
treaty between the United States and China, is one further evi- 
dence of the hollowness of the whole mission, when its members 
attempt to make their powers and objects seem that which they 
certainly are not. Mr. Burlinghame is not content with being

the exponent of Chinese views, and the apologist for their short 
comings and backwardness, he cannot remain satisfied with being 
simply their representative in an experimental mission to the West. 
His ambition soars above his position ; and instead of accepting 
the conditions of the mission as they are, and acting in a perfectly 
straightforward manner, he resorts to the expedient of having his 
name to a treaty, and then he imagines this will give importance to 
the embassy. We have already discussed this remarkable document 
at some length, and have found it simply to be nine articles of 
talk, with not one single new stipulation. It shows unmistak- 
ably that Mr. Burlinghame has no powers whatever from the 
Chinese Government to yield a single point which has been de- 
manded ; but he seems to have been authorised to repeat a few 
points of the treaty already existing, if by any means that could 
serve his purpose. The new treaty isa farce got up with a view to 
throwing dust in the eyes of ignorant people ; but it requires little 
of the gift of prophecy to predict that Kuropean statesmen will 
not submit to go through the solemn sham of humouring Mr. 
Burlinghame’s injudicious and meaningless whims. We repeat, 
the embassy has placed itself in a false position by the most as- 
tounding exaggeration, and has endeavoured to appear what it is 
not by concluding an empty and objectless treaty ; and we fear 
that its prospects of success in Europe are thereby seriously im- 
paired. We can only hope that we are mistaken.

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BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. | 


The Board of ‘Trade returns for the month and nine months; 
ended the 30th September have been issued. The following | 
shows the total declared value of the exports of British and Irish 
produce and manufactures exported during September in the last 
three years :—Scptember, 156, £16,671,078 ; September, 1867, 
£16,145,584 ; September, 1868, £16,927,240. This statement 
shows a stcady condition of the export trade, and even a slight 
inerease over the corresponding month of the two previous years. 
The indication of recovery is the more worthy of notice because 
dugingthe earlier months of the year a falling off had been pre- 
sented, as will be gathered from the annexed export figures re- 
lating to the first nite tiontus of the last three years :—Nine 
months, 1866, 141,936,895 ; nine months, 1867, £137,202,497 ; 
nize months, 1868, £133,704,263. The increase has been chictly 
in cotton yarn and cotton manufactures—value as well as quantity 
—hardwares, linen yarn, machinery, iron, silk manufacture, and 
woollen manufactures, under each of which items there is a satis- 
factory though moderate improvement. The falling off has been 
in beer, coals, haberdashery, linen manufactures, and woollen 
yarn. The present returns give the “computed real value” of 
the principal imports for the month of August. The comparison 
stands thus :—August, 1866, £22,450009 ; August, 1867, 
£20,748,046 ; August, 1868, £20,278,08. It would thus appear 
that we are not adding unduly to our imports of foreign and 
colonial produce. For the first months of the last three years 
the record stands as follows :—Eight months, 1866, £166,024,768 ; 





eight months, 1467, £149,683,946 ; eight months, 1868, £152,561,886. 
Among the articles free of duty imported raw cotton shows a 
falling off to the extent of about 40 per cent., mainly from British 
India ; wool, on the other hand, has increased 150 per cent. over 
the corresponding month of last year. Of the articles subject to 
duty, and entered for home consumption, wheat exhibits a de- 
crease ; while the totals of coffee, flour, spirits, sugar, tea, tobacco, 
and wine are larger.
